Board member Irion arrived at 7:45 P.M. 


Presentation of the proposed Traffic Bud- 
get for 1970 was made by Secretary Hayes. 
He explained all phases of the budget to 
the new members of the Board. Review of 
the proposed budget showed the need for 
new vehicles and a need for a more efficient 
radio communications system. A motion 
was made and seconded that the Board rec- 
ommend to City Council the proposed Traffic 
Budget for 1970. 


Carried. 


A request from a resident to change the 
Yield signs to Stop signs at Cross & Roose- 
velt was discussed. A check of the accident 
reports showed since the installation of the 
yield signs—two accidents have occurred. 
The yield signs were erected in 1967. There 
is very litle peak hour traffic. There are 
two sight restrictions, a hedge on the south- 
east corner and a tree on the northeast 
corner, A motion was made and seconded 
that the Parks & Recreation Department 
be contacted to investigate these sight re- 
strictions. 


Carried. 


A discussion was held relative to discon- 
tinuing the flashing red arrow for right 
turns from Grand into Saginaw. There 
have been several accidents at this inter- 
section. Some of which have been due to 
mis-judgment by those turning right on 
red. A motion was made and seconded that 
the Right Turn on Flashing Red Arrow 
from Grand to Saginaw be discontinued. 


Carried, 


A discussion was held relative to a park- 
ing and accident survey on the north side 
of the 700 block of E. Grand River, due to 
narrowing of pavement on approach to rail- 
road tracks. A five year accident report 
showed 94 accidents in the block. Eighteen 
accidents involved cars parked at the north 
curb lane. There is ample off street park- 
ing in this block. A motion was made and 
seconded that the Board recommend to City 
Council that the north side of E. Grand 
River from the railroad track to Case St. 
be signed NO PARKING AT ANY TIME. 


Carried. 


A motion was made and seconded that the 
Secretary be granted permission to attend 
the spring IMPC Board meeting February 
12th & 18th at Reddington Beach, St. 
Petersburg, Florida. 


Carried. 


The Parking System Report was dis- 
cussed. Parking permit sales were good for 
December. Parking Checkers are doing an 
efficient job, with a full staff. Comparisons 
were made on the Ramp Reports—December 
1968 & December 1969. 


Board member Irion asked if the City had 
any jurisdiction over the traffic light at Mt. 
Hope & Cedar. This involves the State. 


Board member Irion left at 8:00 P.M. 


Board member Riddle asked about the in- 
tersection of Washington & Holmes Kd., 
the lane usage at this intersection. Secre- 
tary explained a right turn only sign had 
been placed at this intersection and because 
of the number of complaints by the motor- 
ists it was removed. Changes are due to be 
made in this area this year. 


Board member Vlahakis stated that guide 
and information signs are needed at Wa- 
verly Rd. & Moores River Dr. The staff 
will check this area. 
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Board member Dunnebacke suggested that 
the LPD try to avoid unnecesarily blocking 
traffic lanes while talking to or issuing 
tickets to motorists. 


Board member Brasseur requested that 
Yield signs be installed at the intersection 
of Jessop and Wildwood, SLOW signs will 
be erected for the present and the staff will 
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make an analysis for the February board 
meeting, 


There being no further business the meet- 
ing was adjourned at 9:20 P.M.

Palmer Avenue—east side from Rosadell 
St. to Willard Ave.—No Parking at Any- 
time 


Palmer Avenue—west side from Willard 
Ave, to Rosadell St.—Two Hour Parking 
8 a.m.-6 p.m. 


Rosadell Street—both sides from Palmer 
Ave. to Almar St.—Two Hour Parking 
8 a.m.-6 P.m. 


Willard Avenue—north side from Almar 
St. to Palmer Ave. — Two Hour Parking 
8 a.m.-6 p.m. 

Willard Avenue—south side from Palmer 
Ave. to Almar St.—-No Parking at Any-

3. As a result of a petitioned request 
and resultant survey, it was moved and 
supported that a traffic signal be erected 
at the intersection of Miller and Washing- 
ton provided all approach lanes to the in- 
tersection were widened to two lanes and 
curb and gutter installed a minimum dis- 
tance of 150 feet. If this can not be done 
in a reasonable length of time, a flasher 
will be erected so that when the roadways 
are widened a 3-color signal head can be 
erected. 


Carried. 


4. To correct an oversight which oc- 
curred when the east city limit on Jolly 
was changed from Aurelius Road to Col- 
lins Road, it was moved and supported 
that the following speed limits be recom- 
mended for City Council’s consideration. 


Jolly—50 MPH—Between Collins and Dun- 
ckel 


Jolly — 45 MPH — Between Dunckel and 
Aurelius 


Jolly — 40 MPH — Between Aurelius and 
Penn Central RR 


Note: Speed limit on Jolly between Penn 
Central RR and west city limit (Waverly) 
will remain at 35 MPH.

5. It was moved and seconded that pro- 
posal to institute parking regulations on 
Boston Blvd. between Mt. Hope and Barnes 
be tabled for additional information.

8 A.M.-6 P.M. on the west side of Hosmer 
from Vine to Jerome. 


It was moved and supported that one 12- 
minute meter be put in place of a two-hour 
meter on the east side of Washington south 
of Lapeer. 


Carried. 


6. In discussing a name for the new 
east-west street from Clippert to Howard 
north of Vine Street, it was moved and 
supported that this matter be turned over 
to the Planners—Lansing and Tri-County. 


Carried. 


7. It was moved and supported that the 
Board recommend the Ottawa Bridge Com- 
promise Plan and that the Ottawa Bridge 
and the grade separation on Michigan and 
the Penn Central RR be constructed si- 
multaneously if feasible to do 80. 


Carried. 


8. New School Bus Flasher Regulations 
to become effective March 23rd were dis- 
cussed. A list of streets where school 
buses will not be permitted to stop or use 
their flashers has been incorporated into 
the new ordinance covering these new 
regulations. 


9. The Parking Division Budget for 
1970-71 was discussed. Questions were asked 
about attendant overtime and suggestions 
were made on how to reduce this overtime.

HEARINGS 
No. 1793 


Thomas Bouch, 6154 Columbia, spoke in 
behalf of his appeal to repair damage to 
a dwelling caused by a fire to the extent 
of less than sixty percent of its assessed 
value, upon the premises known as 1113 
Eaton Court. This is contrary to Section 
36-42 of the Zoning Ordinance. The exist- 
ing two-family dwelling does not conform 
to the present “A-1” Family zoning, and 
ean be restored with the approval of the 
Board of Zoning Appeals. 


Mr. Bouch bought the property twelve 
years ago, and said that to the hest of his 
knowledge, it has been a two-family dwell- 
ing for the past sixteen years. It was 
operating as a two-family when it was 
annexed into the City and the zoning re- 
verted to “A-1” Family Residential Dis- 
trict. 


The home was bought for income and re- 
tirement. Mr. Bouch stated that they have 
had steady renters since they have owned 
it. The assessed value of the house and 
lot is $9,400. 


The fire was caused by carelessness. The 
Fire Department estimated the damages at 
$1500. It will also cost an additional $700. 
for the rewiring of both units, which is 
not covered by insurance, Repairs are cur- 
rently underway. 


Gladys Bouch, 6154 Columbia, added that 
she and her husband wished to rezone the 
property so that it would no longer be a 
non-conforming use. The procedure was 
explained to her, and it was noted that if 
this appeal was granted, it would not be 
necessary to rezone the property to allow 
the two-family use to continue. 


No one spoke in opposition to the appeal. 


A motion was made by Kelley, seconded 
by Gaus, that the appeal be granted under 
Section 36-12 (5) of the Zoning Code. 
The Board found based on testimony and 
evidence, that the request was in keeping 
with the genera] intent of the Zoning Code. 
The site is adjacent to single family de- 
velopment to the west, commercial on the 
east, and therefore provides a transition 
within the existing development. The Board 
does not believe the change will seriously 
affect any adjoining property or the gen- 
eral welfare. 


The motion was carried by unanimous 
approval.

Shiawassee Street—Both sides from Capitol 
een to Seymour St.—Two Hour to Four 
our, 


The change in meter time limit on 
Shiawassee will provide LCC students longer 
time limit parking.

A motion was made and seconded that the 
Board recommend to City Council the 
following P.M. peak hour parking regula- 
tions in the C.B.D.: 


NO STANDING OR PARKING 
4:30 P.M.-5:30 P.M. EXCEPT 
SATURDAY AND SUNDAY 


Allegan Street—North side from Capitol 
Ave. to Washington Ave. 


Allegan Street—-South side from Capitol 
Ave. to East of Alley. 


Washtenaw Street—South side from Capitol 
Ave. to Townsend St. 


These regulations are recommended to 
eliminate the congestion and back up of 
traffic and double parking during the P.M. 
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peak hour. The turning movements into 
these streets are heavy in addition to heavy 
thru traffic on these streets. 


Carried. 


A motion was made and seconded that 
the Board recommend to City Council that 
a flashing beacon be erected to flash yellow 
on Capitol and red on Lenawee. Several 
accidents have occurred because vehicle 
operators are not seeing the stop signs on 
Lenawee. 


Carried. 


A motion was made and seconded that 
the Board recommend to City Council that 
a flashing beacon be erected to flash yellow 
on Washtenaw and red on Townsend. Sight 
distance when restricted by parked vehicles 
makes it difficult to see westbound vehicles. 


Carried. 


A discussion was held relative to a pro- 
posal to provide all day parking for per- 
sons that will be displaced by the con- 
struction of the high rise apartment for 
the elderly on a portion of City Lot No. 2 
and the construction of the third parking 
ramp garage both 300 block of North 
Capitol Area. A motion was made and 
seconded that the Board recommend the 
following proposal: 


Proposed ten (10) hour meter locations: 


Seymour Street—East side from Ottawa St. 
to Shiawassee St.—1 Hour to 10 Hours 


Ionia Street—Both sides from Seymour St.

It was moved and supported that the NO 
LEFT TURN 7 A.M.-8 A.M. EXCEPT 
SAT. & SUN. prohibition on Marquette at 
Logan be removed. Sidewalks have been 
constructed on streets in this area eliminat- 
ing the hazards for children walking to 
Horsebrook School. There have been com- 
plaints from motorists about the back up 
of traffic in the center lane at the inter- 
section of Hollywood and Grand River at 
the A.M. peak hour because of this regula- 
tion.
